Synopsis: Two LCN families exist in Wisconsin, one in Milwaukee 
and one in Madison. LCN membership declined to 28 
members during past year due to the death of two 
members and expulsion of another. FRANK PETER 
BALISTRIERI continues as boss of the Milwaukee LCN 
family and CARLO CAPUTO reportedly is boss of Madison 
LCN family. Factionalism still exists within 
Milwaukee LCN family and rumors to the effect of 
BALISTRIERI leaving Milwaukee as well as stepping 
down. continue. BALISTRIERI traveled to California 
periodically during the year as well as to Chicago, 
Illinois. STEVE DE SALVO reportedly traveling ex- 
tensively to Las Vegas, Nevada, for as yet an unknown 
reason.

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Milwaukee La Cosa Nostra (LCN) Family 


On November 26, 1974, MI T-1 advised that the 
existence of the Milwaukee LCN family continues as it has 
continued since the 1890's. The Milwaukee family is referred 
to by its members as "The Outfit" which, according to 
source, is synonymous to the Mafia. In public, the term 
Cosa Nostra is used to refer to the family. According to 
the source, there have been no meetings of the Milwaukee 
LCN family during the past year as has been true for over 
12 years; and the only time members meet at all in any 
large groups is during social events such as weddings, 
parties, and funerals. 


Source advised that FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI 
continues as boss of the Milwaukee LCN; however, he has 
no known meetings with members except on very rare occasions. 


Madison LCN Family 


On November 26, 1974, MI T-2 advised that the 
Madison LCN family presently consists of seven members. The 
boss of the Madison LCN family is CARLO CAPUTO and the 
position of the underboss still has not been filled although 
it has been vacant since November 1970. Source further 
advised that the Madison family is quite inactive and he had 
no information as to any criminal activities being engaged 
in by the Madison family.
